Following a conference with 
Colonel] B. L. Bugg, receiver 
of the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic railroad Thursday, Gov- 
ernor Hugh M. Dorsey Friday 
night offered a reward of $250 
in each case for the arrest and 
conviction of parties who at- 
tempted to wreck one train in 
Coffee county Tuesday and an- 
other in Glynn county Wednes- 
day. 

It is understood that during 
Colonel Bugg’s conference with 
the governor that the possibility 
of issuing a reward was men- 
tianed, and the former was in- 
formed that if a written request 
was made it would be granted. 
Accordingly, Receiver Bugg made 
his application Friday morning 
and it was acted upon itmmedi- 
ately by the chief executive.

Manget, prominent capitalist and 
cotton factor of Atlanta. 

This is the first announcement 
to be made of an extensive improve- 
ment in the new business district 
developing along Spring, Cone, 
Luckie, James and other streets 
since the people of Atlanta author- 
ized the issue of $750,000 for the 
erection of a viaduct to connect 
this new business section with the 
Terminal station and the south side 
of the city. 

The announcement of the big new 
hotel project was made by the firm 
of G. Lloyd Preacher & Co., archi- 
tects and engineers, who in addi- 
tion to the New Cecil, have designed 
many of the best hotels in the 
southern states. 

“The enlarged Cecil,”’ declared the 
architects, “will not only be ong of 
the finest and most modernly ap- 
pointed commercial hotels in the 
southern: states, but it will be the 
biggest hotel south of Philadelphia 
having every room equipped with 
private baths.” 

Contracts Are Let. 

The contract for the construction 
of the Cecil hotel enlargement has 
been let to the Griffin Construc- 
tion company, one of the most im- 
portant general contracting firms 
i Atlanta, and the construction 
work will be parceled out among 
various subcontractors as rapidly 
as possible. 

A feature of the promotion of 
this enterprise is the fact that-its 
every detail is being handled, where 
possible, by southern men and 
southern enterprise. The hotel will 
be. solely an Atlanta affair, and aft- 
er completion it will be operated by 
Atlanta men.* That the erection of 
the building should be confined as 
much as practicable to southern peo- 
ple was the aim of the owner, John 


A. Manget, who insists that from 
the firm furnishing the money upon 
which to erect the structure, to the 
smallest subcontractor, Atlantans, 
Georgians, or at least southern peo- 
ple should be chosen.

Berlin, Mareh 25.—Advices _re- 
ceived tonight from the disturbed 
industrial areas in middle Germany 
state that the -police recaptured 
Eisleben and Hettstedt from the 
communists after violent fighting. 

The communists have taken pos- 
session of large nitrogen works in 
Leuna, near Halle, where they are 
reported to have formed a red army 
of 6,000. 

Leaders of the ‘communists at 
Eisleben,, the advices add, were 
and fighting in the 
Mansfield district has ceased. 

Resumptién of work in Eisleben 
has been made conditional by the 
police commander upon the resto- 
ration of order,-the return of prop- 
erty and the handing over to the 
authorities of all ammunition. He 
promised that those who voluntari- 
ly surrendered would not be pun- 
ished. 

The communist leaders have un- 
dertaben to the utmost to fulfill 
these demands. 


Eisleben, Germany, March 25.— 
Fighting between the communists 
and security police for possession 
of  Bisleben had extended this 
morning.to a half-mile front in the 
western section of the town with 
the positions of advantage cflang- 
ing hands from moment to mo- 
ment. The communist army of 
2,500 was being reinforced steadily 
by peasants and villagers coming 
into town on foot and on bicycies.

The note was transmit- 
ted through the American consul 
at Reval, as the original message 
from the soviet government was 
received from the soviet represent- 
ative there. 

No Specific Reply. 

The state department is known to 
take the position that there was 
no occasion at this time to reply 
specifically to the proposal of the 
blosheviki that a trade ‘delegation 
be received by the American gov- 
ernment. 

Sufficient opportunity, jit is held, 
is given in the request of the Amer- 
ican government for assurance from 
the soviet government of a change 
in heart as affecting their com- 
munistic principles and the rights 
of private property for later con- 
sideration of the question of the 
reception of a soviet delegation. 

It is known that no intimation of 
recognition of the soviet govern- 
ment was meant to be contained 
by the state department in the re- 
Dly to the soviet message It was 
made plain, however, that the 
American government was not dis- 
posed to question the holding by 
Russia of any political philosophy 
which she pleased, but was con- 
gerned principally and solely with

Desires to Aid.

The murder of Count von Mirbach,

The 
Russian embassy building here is 
still in charge of the German gov- 
ernment and a German bank 
holding M. Joffe’s bank account, 
which many claimants are disput- 
ing. 

The protocol negotiated by Dr. 
Stahler has not yet been approved 
by the cabinet, which must act be- 
fore it becomes effective, but its 
approval undoubtedly will be forth- 
coming as the protocol is chiefly 
a record of the telegraph, telephone, 
railway and postal arrangements 
which have long been in effect, and 
other agreements.

Neither German business men nor 
German officials believe any con’ 
siderable business with Russia is 
possible while the soviet govern- 
ment continues to monopolize busi- 
ness transactions and prevents in- 
dividuals from trading. Consequent- 
ly, the protocol is regarded 4s a 
preliminary step which may ulti- 
mately make a commercial treaty 
possible if the soviet government 
modifies its commercial policy. 

Engiand’s trade agreement with 
M. rassin doubtless was respon- 
sible for completion of the Ger- 
men protocol, which has been in 
negotiation for a long time. Al- 
though the Germans senerally be- 
lieve England’s agreement was made 
largely for the purpose of getting 
concessions and without the thought

Debs, Unguarded, 
Returns to City 
And Prison Cell 


Prisoner Met at Station by 
Warden and by Battery 


of Cameras. 


Completing the most unique trip 
ever made by a prisoner in the 
history of the Atlanta federal peni- 
tentiary, Eugene V. Debs, who is 
serving a ten-year term for ob- 
structing the draft, returned Fri- 
day at noon from Washington, 
where he went«to confer with At- 
torney-General Daugherty, concern- 
ing a plea for hig liberty. 

Debs was unguarded and unat- 
tended upon the trip to Washing- 
ton and, he was placed upon his 
honor in more than one way. He 
was not only bound to refrain from 
giving out anything that transpired 
between himself and the head of 
the department of justice, but all 
“well minded” persons were warned 
to respect the silence imposed upon 
the noted prisoner, and newspaper 
reporters were estopped from seek- 
ing to Interview him concerning 
his case. 

Debs was met upon his return by 
a large number of friends and ad- 
mirers, as well as by many who 
were curious to see the man who 
ran for president while detained in 
the federal prison. There were also 
several movie machines ready to 
record in graphic style the return 
of the prisoner, who traveled to the 
national capital to discuss his own 
freedom with the chief of the de- 
partment of justice, and who _re- 
turned to the walls of the prison 
without a guard. 

Met by Attorney. 

His attorney, Samuel M. Castleton, 
also met the train, and he talked 
for a few moments with Dehs after 
the train arrived at Brookwood sta- 
tion, 

Warden Fred Zerbst was at the 
station with an automobile, and 
after Debs landed again upon At- 
lanta soil, the warden took him into 
the car and they drove to the pris- 
on, from which Debs had been al- 
lowed to depart two days before 
uPpen his own recognizance. 

The prisoner was dressed in a 
Plain suit of citizen's clothing, 
which was of a cheap texture, col- 
ored gray, but his appearance was 
neat and his manner dignified. He 
arrived on the Birmingham special, 
of the Southern railway, which 
reached Atlanta at 11:25 a. m., hav- 
ing left Washington at 3:30 Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

Debs greeted many of his friends 
and admirers in the best humored 
way, giving each of them a smil- 
ing greeting. He commented upon 
his trip briefly and had nothing to 
Say concerning his conference with 
the attorney-general. 

Immediately upon his arrival 
Debs was taken into the waiting 
car and driven with the warden 
back to the federal prison, where 
he again took up the dreary life of 
a prisoner. On the way to the 
prison, it was stated, he evinced the 
greatest interest in Atlanta and 
commented upon the buildings and 
the improvements that are being 
made here. 

Debs announced to the newspaper 
men that he had held an -informal 


conference with Castleton, his at- 
torney, on the trip from Buford, 
and that the latter was authorized 
to make a statement for him. Cas- 
tleton said: 

“While Comrade Debs would not 
discuss his case for publication, 
he said the republican administra- 
tion had ‘played a spirit of fairness 
in extending an invitation to him 
to present his own case. He also 
feels that regardless of the decision 
of the attorney-general and _ the 
president, whether favorable or ad- 
verse, they displayed a spirit of 
fairness in requesting his point of 
view so they might be in a position 
to act with a full knowledge of the 
facts surrounding his case. 


Impressed by Faith, 
“He seemed to be impressed by 


their faith in his high sense of 
honor in calling him there alone 
and unguarded, and understanding

that he would violate no prison 
rules or regulations, 
“I know he was deeply im- 
pressed with the extreme courtesy 
extended him. also feel confident 
that Debs and Daugherty had a 
heart-to-heart talk and that they 
fully understand each other’s po- 
sition. We discussed many personal 
matters and he was in high spirits.” 
Debs’ journey to and from Wash- 
ington is without precedent in the 
history of the department of justice. 
He left Atlanta at 12:40 o’clock 
Wednesday over the Southern rail- 


way, arriving in Washington Thurs- 


day morning. He went direct to 
the office of Attorney General 
Daugherty. He left Washington at 
3:30 o'clock -Thursday afternoon. 
His movement form the prison 


to Washington was so carefully. 


guarded that no one recognized 
him, or if they did note a resem- 
blance in the tall, thin figure clad 
in conventional civilian attire, they 
made no effort to make it known 
to him.’ 

Debs was tried and convicted for 
violation of the espionage law. at 
Cleveland, Ohio, in September, 1918, 
and sentenced to 10 years in the 
federal penitentiary. The indict- 
ment was returned against 
him June 16, 1918, as a result of an 
address he made before the Ohio 
State socialist convention at Can- 
ton in June. 

What Debs Said. 


The indictment was based on por- 
tions of his address in which he 
said: “Wars have been waged for 
conquests, for plunder, and since the 
feudal ages along the Rhine, the 
feudal lords have e war upon 
each other. But they didn’t go to 
war any more than the Wall street 
junkers go to war. Their prede- 
cessors declared the war, but their 
miserable serfs fought the wars. 

“The master-class always has 
brought a war and the subject class 
has fought the battle. The master 
class has had all to gain and noth- 
ing to lose, and the subject class 
has had all to lose and nothing to 
gain. They always have taught you 
that it is your patriotic duty to 
go to war and slaughter yourself 
at their command. ou never have 
had a voice in the war. The working 
class who make the sacrifices, who 
shed the blood, never yet have had 
a voice in declaring war. The rul- 
ing class always has made the war 
and made the peace.” 

He was sent to Moundsville, W. 
Va., penitentiary to begin his sen- 
tence on April 12, 1919, after his 
case had gone to the United States 
supreme court and the sentence of 
the lower court upheld. He was 
removed on June 14, two months 
later, to the Atlanta penitentiary, 
where he has remained since with- 
out once leaving the prison until 
he left Wednesday for his trip to 
Washington. 

Debs was born in Terra Haute, 
Ind., November 5, 1855, of French 
parentage. He went to work in 
the shops of the Terre Haute and 
Indianapolis railway at the age of 
14, a few months later becoming 
a fireman for the same railraod. 
Four years later he became a clerk 
in a grocery. Five years afterward 
he was elected city clerk, which 
office he held for four years. Thir- 
ty-three years later he was a candi- 
date for president of the United 
States on the socialist ticket. 

His first step in the labor move- 
ment was taken in 1875 when the 
local lodge of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen was organized 
in Terre Haute. He later became 
recognized as a labor leader and 
made his first political speech in 
1878 in the dnterest of the demo- 
cratic party. He later was tender- 
ed the nomination for a seat in con- 
gress, but he declined it. In 1880 
he was nominated for the legisla: 
tura. by the Indiana democrats and 
served one term. 

He has been a candidate for pres- 
ident four times, the last campaign 
being conducted from the peniten- 
tiary.

He-de- 
clared, however, that as he saw it 
the provisions applied only to the 
four brotherhoods representing train 
crews, and he modified his wage or- 
der to that extent. 

For Decision of Court. 

In effect Judge Sibley declared no 
board or law has a right to fix 
wages so high that a railroad cannot 
pay them and operate, and, while as- 
serting that in some instances a la- 
bor board might be a better judge of 
wages than a court, he held that in 
this case the question was one to be 
decided in court. He also declined 
t» order striking employees restor- 
ed to their jobs.

The occasion will cause the great- 
est gathering of Catholic church 
dignataries and clergy ever wit- 
nessed in this country. Members of 
the diplomatic corps from Catholic 
countries represented at Washing- 
ton and many high = national and 
state officials will attend.

VATICAN FILLED 

WITH GRIEF. 

Rome, March 54.—News of the 
death of Cardinal Gibbons caused 
the most profound grief at the vat- 
ican, coming as a particular shock 
to Pope Benedict, who had just 
written a letter of congratulation 
to the cardinal, having heard he 
had recovered his health. ‘Both 
church and America have lost one 
of their greatest men,” exclaimed 
the pontiff, on being informed of 
the death. “The name of Cardinal 
Gibbons will go down in history.” 

His Holiness knelt after thus; 
voicing his grief, and remained a 
long time at the prie dieu in the 
deepest prayer. 

Affected by Loss. 

As the news spread throughout 
the Vatiean expressions of the sin- 
cerest condolence were uttered on 
all sides. Monsignor. Cerretti, the 
papal undersecretary of state, was 
especially affected by the loss. He 
recalled his long intercourse with 
the cardinal, remarking feeling 
that posterity would be certain to 
retain the memory of the prelate, 
both for his achievements as an 
ecclesiastic and his worth as an 
American citizen. 

Cardinal Dougherty was deeply 
affected by the news from Balti- 
more. “By the death of Cardinal 
Gibbons,” said Cardinal Dougherty, 
“the church in America has lost the 
greatest man in its history and our 
country its foremost citizen. He 
was the only survivor of the Vati- 
can council which met under Pius 
IX, and also of the bishop’s third 
plenary council in Baltimore, and 
was the oldest member of the sacred 
college of cardinals. Several sgen- 
erations of Catholics in the United 
States looked up to him as their 
leader, Americans, irrespective of 
creed, regarded him as a patriot 
and guide.” 

Many Send Messages. 


The pontiff, Cardinal Gasparri, 
papal secretary of state, and Mon- 
signor Cerretti sent heartfelt mes- 
sages of sympathy to Baltimore, and 
Monsignor O’Hern, 
American college, also cabled his 
personal condolence and those of 
the officials of the college. 

Preparations are being made for 
the celebration of a solemn requiem 
mass for the late cardinal in his 
titular church of Santa Maria, in 
Trastevere. 


Witnesses Charge

Smiley Bigham, the brother who 
was killed, had also expressed fear 
that Edmund Bigham would kill all 
of them, according to Mrs. Kirton, 
who quoted him as saying: 

“Edmund is cutting up a lot and 
threatening to kill all of us. He 
has had all that is coming to him, 
but we are willing to give him a 


meee’ of land if he will behave him- 
self. 

George Steele testified that. Ed- 
mund had told him his mother just 
before dying declared “Smiley did 
it; Smiley has killed me,” but dur- 
ing the afternoon Walter Burch, 
negro boy, declared that Edmun 
Bigham had threatened him with 
death if he obeyed the orders of 
Mrs. Bigham to go for County Po- 
liceman Rose. Several other wit- 
nesses were heard before the prose- 
cution closed.

“TI am 54 years old; married ana 
have 12 children. I have never 
been arrested before in my life, and 
I am going to prove I am not guil- 
ty of these charges. Greene John- 
son and W. H. Key, of Monticello. 
have been employed as my counsel 
and will arrive soon to take charge 
of the case,” he said. 

Repeats Confession. 

Manning repeated his sensational 
confession Friday after he had been 
lodged in the Fulton county Tower. 
He described how he had killed five 
of the negroes and helped drown six 
others, acting in each instance, he 
claimed, under orders of his em- 
ployer. For 15 years he has resided 
on the Williams farm, he asserted, 
and there are a number of negroes 
being held in peonage there, he said. 

“I knocked four negroes in the 


buried them in a pasture back of 
Mr. Williams’ house,” declared Man- 
ning. . 

“Why did I do it? Because the 
boss said he wanted to get rid of 
them negroes and that if I. didn’t 
make ’em disappear, he’d kill me. 
And I knew he meant what he sald, 

“Charlie Chisholm, anothef one 
of Mr. Williams’ trusty negroes, 
put in a little work—he killed one 
suspicious “negro by braining him 
with an ax. Then, a little later 
Mr. Williams got uneasy about 
Chisholm and made me get him. Me 


and Mr. Williams took him to the 
river one night and pitched him 
off the bridge after we weighted 
him down. Charlie begged hard. 
but Mr. Williams said: “Let’s throw 
him over and have it over with.’ 


Helped Drown Six. 
“I don’t know how, many negroes 


there are in the river, but I helped 
Mr. Williams to drown six, includ- 
ing Charlie Chisholm. We took the 
other five to the river at night, 
after getting them out of their 
houses, and chained "em down 
with rocks and threw ’em in” he 
continued. 

“Yes, sir, they all cried and beg- 

ed—and some of ’em asked to be 

nocked in the head before being 
thrown in,. but Mr. Williams 
mwouldn’t do it and wouldn’t let me 
do it— we just threw them off the 
bridge and rode on back to the 
plantation. 

Most of the drowned negroes 
came off the farm of Mr. Huyler 
Williams—my boss’ son. But a few 
of the ones Mr. Williams. called 
‘bad’ and wanted done away with 
came off’of his own farm. 

“Most of these dead negroes was 
originally from Atlanta, Macon, or 
somewhere else—they didn’t come 
from Jasper county. Mr. Huyler 
Williams, the son . of my boss, 
would o to Atlanta and Macon 
and ge the negroes out of the 
stockade by paying their fines. 1 
used to hear him and his father 
talking about all that. 

“Well, they brought the negroes 
to the farm and put .’em to work, 
and kept guards over ‘em all the 
time so as not to let ’em get away 
or talk too much. I don’t know 
whether they got any pay or not— 
I know Mr. Williams paid me §20 
a month and board,” 
asserted. 

“Of course, mister, 
knocked all them boys’ in the head 
and helped Mr. Williams do away 
with them others, but there wasn’t 
nothing else I coud do—the boss 
told me if didn’t do as he said, 
I would be the next dead negro 
around there. I admits I have al- 
ways been mighty afraid of Mr. 
Williams. 

“When he got ready tos kill a 
negro, he would cOme to me and 
say, ‘Clyde, I’m scared of that ne- 
gro.’ Then he would tell me what 
he wanted done, and being as I 
was working for him and couldn't 
get away myself, I had to go ahead 
and do it.”

CONCRETE HIGHWAYS. 

The policy of taxing motor 
trucks according to their weight 
is being generally adopted by 
states and communities through- 
out the country; and it is right. 

It is also expedient that motor 
trucks should be regulated in ac- 
cordance with the carrying capac- 
ity and durability of the roadbed. 

The motor truck is here to stay. 
It is indispensable. 

The only objectionable feature 
about the motor truck is that, be- 
cause of its ponderous weight, it 
is ruinous to the common run of 
good roads. 

It is so heavy that the ordinary 
road wil] not “stand up” under it. 

Heavy truck usage quickly wears 
holes in the surfacing of macadam 
or asphalt paved roads, and high- 
way authorities are compelled to 
meet inordinate cost burdens for 
the maintenance of highways over 
which there is extensive truck traf- 
fic; hence the justification of high 
license fees for such vehicles, and 
for law regulating the weight of 
trucks in accordance with the ca- 
pacity of roadbed. 

The ultimate solution of this 
problem lies notin regulatory leg- 
isfation that would retard develop- 
ment of heavy-tonnage truck, for 
this type of freight carrier is rapid- 
ly approaching the status of a pub- 
lic necessity, and it should be en- 
couraged, but, as The New York 
Times says, it is to be found in— 
“a system of conerete roads roughly 
paralleling the railways, and in the 
construction of this the trucks anda 
their manufacturers should assume 
their part much as the Trailways 
have done.” 

The truck is here; it is here to 
stay, and it is needed. 

So the thing to do is to shape 
our highway development plans, in 
so far as is practicable, to accom- 
modate it. 

Wherever possible our _ cross- 
country highways should be paved 
with concrete, laid on a solid, per- 
manent foundation that will with- 
stand almost any weight put 
upon it. 

The initial cost of such construc- 
tion is, of course, greater than 
that of highways of less durable 
types, but the difference is com- 
pensated by the difference in cost 
of maintenance. 

There is no better illustration of 
this than is afforded by the “seed- 
ling mile” of concrete highway 
that was recently laid in Spalding 
county, near Griffin, and that has 
been extended since then until 
the original mile has been in- 
creased to fourteen miles—the 
full length of the Dixie highway 
in that county. 

A roadway of that sort, once lajd 
and paid for, gives the authorities 
no further concern, for it lasts 
indefinitely regardless of the 
weight of the traffic that passes 
over ft. 

It is cheapest in the long run.

‘They were too artistic, but they did 
and the Authors’ league is just now 
bursting with the spirit of ,revolt. 

It is all about the moving picture 
rights to their stories. Mr. Hearst, 
they:claim, who owns a very impor- 
tant string of magazines, makes the 
purchase of fiction contingent upon 
the moving picture rights. Mr. 
Hearst replies with withering scorn 
that he does nothing of the sort and 
so the verbal] battle wages. 

He further intimates that writers 
may sel] their wares wherever they 
please and there are rumors that 
many top-notehers will no lofiger 
appear under the Hearst danner. 
The authors say that Mr. Hearst 
pays them a certain price for the 
movie rights and then sells them at 
a price sometimes double that paid 
for the original story. 

There are two sides, of course, 
to every quarrel. For some time 
writers have been insisting that 
some magazine editors scorn any 
short story that cannot be made 
into a profitable movie play, and 
that, therefore it may come to pass 
in time that authors, who must live 
—or think they must—will be able 
to sell stories capable of that trans- 
mogrification. 

But there is another question. Are 
the writers sure that, if they suc- 


ceed in keeping control of the mo- 
vie rights and profits, American lit- 
erature will not suffer quite as much 
at their hands as at those of the 
ravening editors? 


There is no denying that the mo- 
vie inflyence in literature has been 
overwhelming, for good or for evil. 
I know a man who sold a serial to 
a popular magazine for $10,000. He 


really wrote it with the movie 
rights in view and he did later sell 


those rights for $35,000 and a per- 

centage of the gross receipts which 

brought his total up to $60,000. 
Writers, of course, should view 


compulsion with lofty indifference.

THE FEELING OF FORTY. 
When I was twenty years old I 
used to feel sorry for poor ginks 


age of thirty. At thirty my sym- 
pathies went out to those unfortu- 


nates who had ten years less than 
I had still coming. At thirty-seven 
or .thereabouts I firmly and highly 
resolved never to have another 
birthday. I peered forward at forty 
with an actual shudder. What a 
sad life it must be when your're 
forty, and only thirty years left 
to spend! To realize that in all 
likelihood you had already spent 
more than half of your fortune and 
there was no chance to recoup, for 
no matter what success ,.you might 
have attained, there could be just 
so much left to spend! It didn’t seem 
right. It was a most unhappy sub- 
ject to cogitate late at night when 
you really should have been Asleep. 
Not so horrible to think about in 
broad daylight, but it had a way 
of obtruding on your’ thoughts 
around bedtime, this idea of the ex- 
treme brevity of human life. Of 
course, death was not at all terrible, 
just the appropriate end of the play, 
and yet forty seemed a bitter pill 
to swallow. . 

Well, morning comes and dispels 
all these gloomy thoughts. And 
forty atter all turns out to be not 


half bad. Indeed, it would be a 
happy enough event if some low, 
mean wretch did not go out of his 
way to call your attention to the 
prominence of the bald spot on your 
unconscious dome or to comment 
On the crow’s feet about your eyes 
or your noticeable’ shortness of 
wind or your increasing girth or 
some such thing. 


It is a sound idea to get into 
training a year or two before forty, 
so that you will have a good run- 


ning start and hit the peake of life 
at fair to middling speed, which will 
carry you along for quite a dis- 
tance down the other side. In lieu 
of time and opportunity for suffi- 
cient daily walking or play or work 
in the open air, if you can persuade 
yourself to devote just fifteen min- 
utes a day to a regiment of room 
exercises, that, together with what 
daily walking and occasional play 
you can enjoy, will go far to fit 
you to sail around the Cape of Great 
Promise in good shape. It certain- 
ly igs a shame to round the cape 
with your vessel already beginning 
to give under the strain of ill use 
and bad management.

forty, but if you do, it is because 
you laid the foundations before 
forty. You may -publish your first 
story or buy your first home or win 
your first election or have your 
first baby after forty, but you've 
been preparing for it long, long be- 
fore you ever dreamed of that ven- 
erable age. The world is slow to 
hand you what you have earned. 


No use pretending you wouldn’t 
go back to thirty or twenty or ten, 
if you could, and do it over again 


just as you have done it~thus far. 
And still, at forty you find a lot 
of contentment which you never 
suspected was there, and aside from 
the great demands poor old geezers 
of fifty make upon your sympathy, 
the half-way station proves a de- 
arti ty vista in your exploration 
of life.

NEW SCHOOL PLAN 


Restoration of Eighth 
Grade and the “Six- 
Three-Three” System 
Proposed for Atlanta. 


While almost unanimous in favor 
of the “six-three-three” plan as the 
future schoo] system for Atlanta, 
that is, six grades for the gram- 
mar schools, at least five junior 
high schools embracing three 
grades, and three grades for the 
senior high schools, the board of 
education Friday afternoon deferred 
definite action pending a survey 
by education experts. Such a sur- 
vey was agreed on Thursday at a 
joint meeting of the board and the 
school committee of the bond com- 
mission. 

Reorganization of the system on 
the “six-three-three” plan would 
mean restoration of the eighth 
grade. The seventh grammar 
grade, the restored eighth grade 
and the first grade of the present 
high schools would be taught in 
the junior high schools, This 
would reduce the senior high school 
grades to three and the grammar 
grades to six. The reorgahized sys- 
tem, with the eighth grade restored, 
will consist of twelve grades. 

The board was practically in ac- 
cord on the wisdom of establishing 
junior high schools, and Commis- 
sioners McCalley and Fleming 
urged the board’s adoption of the 
plan to be followed by a physical 
survey by experts, but a majority 
opinion prevailed that the board 
should not act without further con- 
sultation with the bond commission 
and without the advice of quali- 
fied elucators who will be employed 
to make the survey.

Other members of 
the bdard were in accord with the 
suggestion of Mr. McCalley that at 
least one junior high school should 
be built in each of the five school 
districts of the city. The number 
of senior high schools to be erected 
was left an open question. 

Commissioner W. H. Terrell was 
author of the motion that the six- 
three-three plan be instituted. After 
considerable discussion of the 
merits of the plan and of the ad- 
visability of deferring action, the 
board, by a vote of 5 to 2, tabled 
the motion.

LAYS HEAVY RATES 
ON ROADS AT DOOR 
OF UNION LABOR 


“The railroads must be unshack- 
led from arbitrary customs and 
wages if they are to re-estabHsh 
the proper ratio between income 
and outgo,.” said R. B. Pegrem, 
vice president of the Southern rail- 
road, in an address at the luncheon 
meeting of the Civitan club Friday 
noon at the Kimball house. 

“In 1916, for every dollar received 
the railroad expended in operating 
expenses 65.55 cents, and in 1920 
they spent 93.59 cents for every 
dollar received,” he sald. “These ex- 
penses do not include anything ex- 
cept actual operating costs, and do 
not include taxes, interest. divi- 
dends or even nomina) profits. This 
ratio of unavoidable penses is the 
result of federal control and the de- 
cision of the railroad labor board 
in July, 1920. 

“While such conditions continue. 
there is no hope of reductions in 
freight and passenger rates. The 
public pays the bill. The railroads 
now earn less than ever before in 
their history. and the question of 
wages is now between the public 
and railroad labor. It Is no longer 
a railroad question.” 

The Southern railroad, he sald, 
draws all. possible supplies from 
southern industries, using southern 
timber and steel and burning an- 
nually about 6.500.000 tons of coal. 
as much as possible from southern 
mines. It gives employment to 75..- 
000 men and women ip the south, 
and is one of the heaviest taxpay- 
ers in the southern states. Includ- 
ed in its policy of developving the 
south is encouragement of live stock

Telegram Received From 
Bishop W. R. Lambuth 
Creates Profound Impres- 
sion at Atlanta Meeting. 


A telegram from Bishop W. RP. 
Lambuth, veteran Methodist church- 
man and dean of the American mis- 
sionary forces in the Orient, created 
@ profound impression when read 
before a meeting held Friday at the 
Y. M. C. A. headquarters by promi- 
nent ministers and laymen of vari- 
ous denominations assembled in At- 
lanta to perfect the southern or- 
ganization for the China famine 
fund. The telegram was sent from 
California, where Bishop Lambuth 
is temporarily located. It read as 
follows: 

“China famine gituation enterines 
the acute stage. Crisis comes last 
of April. Thousands dying. Man- 
Churia can furnish food and Chi- 
nese government transportation. Ie- 
liable committees distribute relief. 
The imperative need is money. Ex- 
change is in our favor; one dollar 


will now save a life. America has 
saved millions already. Prompt 
action will save two million more. 
Missionaries, merchants nad Chinese 
are working together. They will 
do their part if we do ours. God 
calls; humanity appeals. It is up 
to us to finish the task. We must 
do it in the next gixty days.” 
Meeting Is Called. 

Friday's meeting at the Y. M. Cc. 
A. brought together more than a 
score Of men from all over the 
south. They assembled at the ca!! 
of Dr. W. B. Beauchamp, of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., head of the Methodist 
centenary movement, and Thomas 
H. Lamont ,of New York, chairman 
of the American relief committee. 
Dr. Beauchamp and Fletcher S&S. 
Brockman, of New York, outlined 
the great necessity for immediate 
reéliet of the starving Chinese in 
five great provinces laid waste by 
famine. Mr. Brockman only re- 
cently returned from China where 
he was stationed as Chinese nation- 
al secretary of the Y. M. C. A. 

He gave sé€veral incidgnts illus. 
trating the pitiful pligit of tna 
stricken inhabitants, for a? the tims 
he left China the famine was enter- 
ing its dangerous stage Gfter fouP 
successive years of floods, droughts 
and crop failures. Dr. Beauchamp’s 
address was an appeal from the re- 
ligious and humanitarian  view- 
points and he urged immediate, ef- 
ficient organization to secure con- 
tributions in every state of the 
south. 

The committee will confine its ef- 
forts to the states of Virginia, 
North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Kentucky, Tennessee, Alae- 
bama, Mississippi and Louisiana. 
One man will be at the head of éach 
state organization and will at once 
assemble a corps of active work- 
ers who will conduct the detalled 
activities. The personnel of the 
State organizations was decided 
upon at Friday’s session and an 
urgent telegram went forward tv 
each worker Friday night from Mr. 
Lamont and from Dr. Beauchamp. 


6,000,000 Will Perish. 


It was announced at the meeting 
that cablegrams have just been re- 
ceived from Ambassador Crane, at 
Pekin, as well as from other diplo- 
matic representatives in China, say- 
ing that 6,000,000 Chinese will cer- 
tainly perish unless America re- 
sponds at once to the appeal for 
relief. 

The great need now Is for funds 
to finance the transportation of 
food supplies into the famine-striclk- 
en region, according to the consu- 
lar reports. Food may be pur- 
chased at reasonable prices in Man- 
churia and southern China, and all 
funds from America are used for 
this purpose as well as for paying 
the cost of transportation to the 
points of distribution. ‘ 

The relief work must be done 
wihtin the next two months, it is 
declared, otheravise the decimation 
of the inhabitants of the five north- 
western provinces will be shocking, 
according to Ambassador Crane 


TELLS OF RED CROSS 
WORK DURING PLAC 


W. Frank Persons and Harry 
L. Hopkins Guests of 
Local Officials. 


Interesting information concern- 
ing the present size of the Red Cross 
work as compared with that Sure 
the period of war was given Frfi- 
day by W. Frank Persons, vice 
chairman in charge of ddmestic op- 
erations, who was a guest at a lunch- 
eon of local officials, together with 
Harry L. Hopkins, the new manager 
of the southern division of the Red 
Cross. 

Mr. Persons is In Atlanta on a 
tour of the principal headquarters 
of the Red Cross throughout the 
United States, this being his first 
visit to Atlanta since the gulf and 
southeastern divisions were merged 
into the s0 ern division, with 
headquarters here. The headquar- 
ters of the gulf division were for- 
merly at New Orleans. 

“I am meeting in. Atlanta with 
the combined staffs of the gulf and 
southern divisions of the Red 
Cross,” he sald, “these two divisions. 
with the addition of the state of 
Virginia. having recently been con- 
solidated into the one headquarters 
here in Atlanta. Consolidations have 
taken place in other parts of the 
country so that the Red Cross now 
has only eight divisions in place of 
the thirteen previously maintained. 

“The calls upon the Red Cross 
for service to ex-soldiers have not 
diminished, and the organization is 
standing loyally by its commitments 
and will do the very best for each 
of these men that its skill and re- 
sources permit. Widespread unem- 
ployment this winter has stimulated 
these men to secure benefits In com- 
pensation and medical treatment in- 
cident to their service, and we trust 
that, with the readjustment in in- 
dustry, and the gradual disposal of 
the cases by the government, fewer 
will appeal for ed Cross assist- 
ance. The sort of assistance the 
Red Cross is giving these men is 
not a governmental responsibility. 
but supplemental thereto, and of 
a nature which the governinent 
could not’ give. 

“Not even the government itself. 
much less any other voluntary or- 
ganization, could now establish the 
thirteen thousand local agencies 
represented by tha Red Cross chap- 
ters. The personal service needed 
by the men must be cared for where 
they live, and the Red Cross rep- 
resentative in many places is the 
only person informed and prepared 
to help them with their problems. 
Our work to the men in _ public 
health hospitals is also of great 
magnitude. 

“This war work Ig going on hand 
in hand with the assumption by 
many chapters of the peace-time ac- 
tivities, 1,700 of our chapters having 
definitely embarked upon health or 
welfare work in some form needed 
by their communities. We maintain 
an experienced field staff to help 
chapters in this respect. and are 
adopting every means possible to 
secure more public health nurses 
and capable community workers to 
meet the demands for such workerfs.’ 
In respect to our peace-time work, 
the national organization is bend- 
ing every effort to help its local 
chapters do community work wise- 
ly and in harmony with other agen- 
cles of the community.

Change in Delivery 
, Of Coal to Result 
In Smaller Cost 


A saving of $100,000 a year, 
through a change of routing of 
coal trains from Kentucky and 


Tennessee mines to this city, is 
expected to result from an order 
of the interstate commerce com: 
mission, according to Harry T. 
Moore, traffic manager of the At- 
lanta freight bureau. The order 
became effective Thursday. 

Under the old arrangement, the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad 
and the Western and Atlantic com- 
bined to deliver the coal trains to 
John street in this city for delivery 
to the Southern railroad’s belt line. 
The Western and Atlantic absorbed 
the charges of $2.50 per coal car 
charged by the Southern. Under 
the new scheme, the Louisville and 
Nashville delivers the trains of 
coal to this city without the aid of 
the Western and Atlantic, and de 
livers’ at Forsyth street to the 
Western and Atlantic, which hauls 
it to John street and turns it over 
to the Southern. 

In this way, the Louisville and 
Nashville has a longer haul with- 
out Increased charges’ to the ship- 
per. The Southern has protested, 
claiming that its freight switching 
+ tariff calls for deliveries from the 
Louisville and Nashville at Decatur 
street, which is more than three 
miles distant from most industrial 
consumers, while John street is less 
than that distance away from them. 
Charges for deliveries within the 
three mile limit are $2.50 a car of 
coal, while for points outside the 
zone the charges are 30 cents a net 
ton. The Southern claims that the 
shipper will have to pay more un- 
gier the new scheme, as deliveries 
will have to be made outside the 
three mile zone. -

The negro bandit, who, just a 
short while before Christmas, shot 
to death Carl Rappold, merchant at 
Mary and Sims street: about 7 
o'clock one night, was Friday night 
behind.the bars at police station, 
according to the belief of City De- 
tectives Sturdivant and Campbell, 
who have been working on the case.

Given Cold Reception. 

A striking development of the 
dav was the cold reception given 
by Governor Dorsey to the preposal 
of Chief Poole that immunity from 
prosecution be given Floyd Wood- 
ward in order that he might return 
to Atlanta to testify in the probe 
of the various officials involved in 
the buneo scandal, 

To this proposal the governor re- 
plied that he had too much respect 
for the constitution of the state to 
entertain any such suggestion. 

He pointed out that it would be 
just as easy for » man sitting in a 
governors chair to call in a gun- 
man and tell him go out into the 
streets and shoot down a personal 
or political ememy, with the as - 
ance that “immunity”. would be 
waiting for him when the deed was 
committed, and he would thereby be 
guaranteed freedom from punish- 
ment, from the exercise of justice 
and from the operation of the itaw. 

The governor pointed out ‘that 
there is no contemplation In law or 
through the law in that authority 
conferred upon the governor of a 
state, that a pardon shall be pre- 
pared in advance for any man to 
anticipate nviction of a_ crime. 
The constitution of the state, in all 
criminal cases, presumes a man 
charged with crime to be innocent 
until he has been proven in open 
court and upon trial *y a jury of 
his peers to be guilty.

Immunity Only by Pardon. 


Immunity could be granted to an 
accused man in no other way by a 
governor than through pardon, since 
it is not within the province of the 
governor of the state to order a 
court to set aside a case made in 
court, or to take up a grand jury 
indictment for murder or other: 
erime, after it has come from the 
hands of a grand jury and before it 
has been put upon trial in open 
court, and write upon the face of it

FOGS ARE BLAMED 
FOR PLANE CRASH 


Centinued From First Page. 


stop me,” Lieutenant William 
Devoe Coney, transcontinental flyer 
who crashed to earth on the Mose 
Lanier farm at 7:30 o’clock this 
morning, declared this afternoon 
shortly before he was conveyed by 
automobile and train to Natchez. 
Miss., where he will be given 
treatment at a sanitarium. 

“I wanted to break my.own rec- 
ord in my trip back to the Pacific, 
and my keenest regret is that I 
have failed,’’ the injured flyer con- 
tinued. “I know that I would have 
established a new record if I had 
not been beaten by nature. It is 
pretty hard to overcome the laws 
of gravity and to find out new 
things in nature. I thought that 1 
was learning some of her secrets 
when this accident occurred. I 
would have won out if it had not 
been for those fogs along the Mis- 
sissippi river. I had a fair flight 
until I struck the fog banks along 
the river, and then I lost my way 
to some extent, and from the Mis- 
sissippi river until I hit the ground 
I was flying low. I was preparing 
to make a landing because of en- 
gine trouble, when I struck a tree 
and went down. I do not remember 
much about what occurred after I 
struck the tree until I found my- 
self in the arms of Mose Lanier and 
his good wife, who conveyed me to 


their home. I guess it is all over.” 


Was Despondent at First. 

Lieutenant Coney early in the 
day kept repeating over and over 
that he was going to die, but his 
physicians had cheered him up to 
some extent this afternoon, and he 
was inclined to take a more phil- 
osophic view of the accident. His 
keenest disappointment is over his 
failure to set up a new record: the 
fact that he may die or be maimed 
for life being secondary, according 
to those who have talked with 
him. 

Doctors C. M. Darrell and J. W. 
Winn, who attended the young fly- 
er throughout the day, were not 
Prepared to say tonight as to 
whether he would live or die. “If 
he does not die,” said Dr. Darrell, 
“I fear that he will be crippled 
or paralyzed for life. Of course, 
there is hope, and I would not say 
definitely he will not recover the 
use of his limbs, but the chances 
are against him.” 

Doctors Darrell and Winn late 
issued the following report

uoon sent a telegram to Miss Mary 
Morgan, San Diego, Cal., said to be 
his flancee. The message was brief, 
simply stating, “My plane fell this 
morning and my spine was serious- 
ly injured.” 

Flowers Are. Sent. 

After spending the day at the 
Mose Lanier farm Lieutenant Coney 
was taken to Winnsboro this after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. He was in charge 
of J. O. Parker, Doctors Darrell and 
Winn, and others, At Winnsboro he 
was transferred to a train or 
Natchez, where he was due to ar- 
rive early tonight. 

Tears fell from the young man’s 
eyes when he told Lanier and his 
wife: good-bye. “You have been 
good to me,” he said, “and I shall 
never forget you.” He also thanked 
the physicians and townspeople for 
coming to see him and giving him 
aid. Large quantities of flowers 


were taken to the Lanier farm by 
Crowville people shortly before he 
was taken away and he was deeply 
touched by the tribute.

COMMUNIST FORCE 
DRIVEN FROM CITY

couragement to both sides and the 
cries of the wounded, lying where 
they fell. 

The entire force of police was 
thrown against the positions of the 
communists in an effort to, drive 
them into the open country, while 
the communists marshalled their 
forces in the east part of the town 
for an attack from the rear. 

The. fighting was particularly 
desperate about the water tower, in 
which workers had taken a posi- 
tion notwithstanding the attempts 
of the security police to prevent 
them, which twice resulted in hand- 
to-hand fighting in which guns, 
pistols and knives were employed. 
The supply of ammunition on both 
sides appeared to be inexhaustible 
and was used as recklessly as when 
the battle began three days ago. 

Owing to the state of siege 
throughout the rebellious’ area, 
there is no telephone, railroad, 
street car or automobile service, 
but the police assert their ability 
to reach the outside world by tele- 
graph. 

Officers and men of the security 
police are haggard and nervous 
from a day and night of continu- 
ous duty, but are putting their 
faith in the belief that the strain 
also is telling on the workmen and 
will force disintegration of the re- 
volting units. However, the police 
were unable to conceal their re- 
alization of the gravity of the po- 
sition when daybreak revealed the 
coming up of communist reinforce- 
ments. 

Communist leaders who were 
spoken to ten hours previously were 
confident, but admitted the losses 
were telling on the morale of their 
followers, which was further shaken 
by reports that communists made 
prisoner are beaten and insulted by 
the police. 

Throughout the night, police 
searchlights played over the city. 
Rockets were sent up at regular 
intervals, each flare followed by a 
fresh burst of fire. The combatants 
surged back and forth in attacks 
and counter attacks, but this morn- 
ing the police had occupied a num- 
ber of streets which forced the com- 
munists to the extreme west side 
of the city. The people appear in 
frightened groups and scurry, to 
cover at the first sight of a police- 
man; on the outskirts of the city 
refugees are awaiting the end of 
the fight to return to their homes. 

The communists, whose only dis- 
tinguishing mark consists of the 


;red button of the world revolution- 


ists, are united in deepest hatred 
for the “green” police, whose ranks, 
they say, comprise former soldiérs 
controlled by officers of the old 
army. 
- On the other hand, the security 
police are outspoken in their bDit- 
terness toward the entente and the 
soviets. 

“We have to fight the Russian 
swine with insufficient guns and a 
small force; the entente made this 
mess,” said a police lieutenant to- 
day as he. led five hundred men for 
an attack against the communists. 


PARIS THINKS 


RISING “SPURIOUS.” 

Paris, March 25.—Official  cir- 
cles here regard the communist 
uprising in Germany as “spurious,” 
basing their bg gars on dis- 
patches received’ in this city. The 
latest reports reaching official 
quarters are to the effect that a 
large number of Russian bolshe- 
viki succeeded in entering Ham- 
burg, bringing with them large 
supplies of money for propaganda 
purposes. The uprising there is 
attributed to the most part to their 
influence.

Deflation Not Yet Ac- 
complished, But Natural 
Laws Are Operating to 
Readjustment. 


BY WALTER B. BROWN, 
Editor New York Commercial.

New York, March 25.—Those who 
regard the essence of the present 
trade crisis as largely psychological 
are not far wrong in their diagno- 
sis. So far as conditions in this 
country are concerned psycholagy is 
a@ very large factor. It migh be 
hard to convince cotton producers 
who cannot sell their cotton and 
manufacturers whose outlet for 
their products is greatly restricted 
that there is anything intangible 
as psychology responsible for the 
prevailing conditions, yet much of 
the’ trouble in this country is still 
due to what has been called the 
“buyers’ strike,” which is another 
name for lack of confidence in val- 
ues. 

Deflation has not yet been fully 
accomplished, for there are still 
Many who think that. they can 
catch business on the rebound with- 
out having to go the full distance. 
These instances, however, will take 
care of themselves because the de- 
flation is being accomplished, not 
through the whims of any particu- 
lar individuals or groups, but 
through the operation of natural 
laws which cannot be diverted from 
their courses by any human agency. 

Business in the United States has 
not collapsed. It has merely slow- 
ed down, There is still a tremen- 
dous volume of business being done, 
and the percentage of unemploy- 
ment is relatively small considering 
the crisis through which we are 
passing. It is significant that there 
has not been thé amount of dis- 
tress and suffering which might 
ordinarily be expected to accompa- 
ny such a let-down in business. 
There are no bread lines nor soup 
kitchens except in a few isolated 
instances, while the great complaint 
seems to be that. we aré not doing 
business on the same active scale 
as in the boom times immediately 
following the armistice, 

There appears to be disappoint- 
ment in some quarters because bus- 
iness is so slow in reviving, but 
those who complain are seemingly 
desirous to have business spring 
back all at once to its full meas- 
ure of activity. What we do not 
seem to be able to appreciate is 
that they have been reckoning from 
a basis of hectic prosperity which 
was unnatural and which could 
not last. The task before us now 
is to rebuild our economic structure 
on a solid, substantial basis. It 
cannot be done over night, or by 
any fanciful measures of pseudo- 
economists. Such work, for  in- 
stance, as may be accomplished at 
Washington, either through congres- 
sional action or presidential policy, 
must deal with fundamentals and 
not attempt by the application of 
artificial remedies to bring relief 
that can be only temporary at best 
and all the more disappointing 
when its é@ffects have worn out. 

There is, however, something 
more than psychology to be reck- 
oned with. We are suffering to- 
day because our economic machin- 
ery is out of adjustment, and our 
troubles will continue until we can 
bring it once more into alignment. 
‘The railroad situation is perhaps 
the most conspicuous example be- 
cause it touches at every point. It 
was thrown badly out of adjustment 
by the war and has never yet got-

cannot come down. At present lev- 
els they are holding business in 
check because at the deflated prices - 
of commodities they are far be- 
yond what the traffic will bear. 
They were, in fact, too high to be- 
gin with, notwithstanding the fact 
that they were put into effect when 
business activity was at its maxi- 


mum. 

Their effect on the agricultural 
districts is pronounced, particularly 
in those localities which servie the 
cities with fresh produce. They 
have actually driven many truck 
farmers out of blusiness and have 
materially added to the cost of liv- 
ing. Farmers have found it use- 
less to attempt to -_ farm prod- 
ucts to the market because they 
would not bring enough to pay the 
freight. As a matter of fact the 
whole attitude of railroad labor 
has yet to be adjusted, as one of 
the essential factors in restoring 
our economic equilibrium. 

It is not only a question of wages 
but also of union rules and prac- 
tices. Hair-splittin technicali- 
ties whereby certain classes ot 
workers receive their full day's 
pay Plus overtime for an odd hour's 
work, are wasteful in the extreme. 
The labor element has got to un- 
derstand that it must get dewn to 
giving a full day’s work for a full 
day’s pay. If one part of the com- 
munity idles at the expense of an- 
other. there is an economic loss 
that has got to be made up. The 
troubles we are now undergoing 
are in the last analysis the result 
of natural lays trying to eualize 
conditions that have. been thrown 
out of their natural relationships by 
the artificial conditions resulting 
from the exactions of labor as well 
as by the long period of non-pro- 
duction resulting from the war. 

President Harding. after being 
made a member of the Typographi- 
eal union in Marion, told the mem- 
bers assembled that labor must 
weed out the slackers in th s 
if the present scale of w 
to be maintained. and added, I hvu 
vou will never have to £0 back to 
the old scale of wages, but there is 
only one way to avoid it—that Is. 
by turning your attention to the 
increase of efficiency. The labor 
union is under an obligation to see 
that its members do their full duty, 
quite as much as it is under an ob- 
ligation to strive for better work- 
ing conditions, better wages and 
better hours. TI don't mean for you 
to draw on every energy you pos- 
sess, but every employer of every, 
eoncern has a right to expect a 
dollar’s worth of work for a dol- 
lar’s worth of wage.

Pensacola, Fla., Maech 25.—Con- 
tinued search today by squadrons 
of airplanes, flying boats, dirigibles 
and eagle bem@ts failed to discover 
any trace of the missing naval bal- 
up hope of rescuing the missing 
loon in command of Chief Quarter- 
master G. R. Wilkinson, carrying 
four students, which left the naval 
air station here Tuesday night and 
was last reported over the gulf 20 
miles off St. Andrews’ bay. Naval 
officials, however, have not given 
men.

Supplementing the work of the 
aircraft, the eagle boats and a sub*« 
chaser today zigzagged over a 300- 
mile radious of the gulf, with St. 
Andrews’ bay as the starting point. 
Circling above and in constant 
communication with the dirigible 
C-7, a sister ship to the ill-fated 
C-5, which flew from Rockaway to 
Trepassy, N. F., and was then 
blown out to sea and lost, men in 
the big F-5-L and H-16-A flying 
boats scanned every inch of land 
and sea in vain search for Chief 
Wilkinson and his comrades. 

Despite today’s disappointment, 
naval officials have no intention of 
Surrendering hope, and the search 
is being continued tonight, and will 
be carried on again tomorrow, the 
circle ever widening. 

The baloon in which the five men 
left Pensacola at 5 o'clock on the 
afternoon of March 22 was a 35,000- 
cubic-foot craft. Besides the men 
and ballast, two pigeons were car- 
ried. One of these returned to the 
air station at 9:30 o’clock Thurs- 
day morning with a message which 
had been started nearly twenty- 
four hours before. The second 
pigeon returned Thursday after- 
noon, and it, too, had been twenty- 
four hours on the way. The last 
message gave the position as 20 
miles off St. Andrews’ bay, with 
the drag rope in the water and all 
supplies exhausted.

PANAMA CONGRESS 
TO FIX ATTITUDE 
ON WHITE AWARD 


Washington, March 25.—President 
Porras, of Panama, has called a spe- 
cial session of congress for next 
Monday to consider Panama’s atti- 
tude toward the demand made by 
the American government that Pan- 
ama accept as final the White award 
as to the boundary between that 
country and Costa Rica. This in- 
formation was contained in a dis- 
patch received today by the state 
department from the American lega- 
tion at Panama City. 

The government of Panama, in its 


4 reply to the original demand of the 


United States, refused to accept the 


White award. Secretary Hughes 
then dispatched a second note insist- 
ing that the boundary fixed in that 
award be recognized as the true 
one. 

No ty to that note has been re- 
celved, but after receiving it, Presi- 
dent Porras appealed directly to 
President Harding, saying the state 
department’s decision “humiliated” 
his country. Mr. Harding's reply 
was that the decision of Chief Jus- 
tice White was the “unalterable” 
position of the United States.
